28 Glenwood Street — property still does not have water — order letter issued to
owner but no response yet. Next move is to remove occupants.

24 Glenwood Street — Bank-owned property. An order letter was sent to bank in
March 2016. No response yet.

330 Reservoir St — complaint received about burning smell coming from property
typically on Fridays. Koby has investigated but has not
experienced any burning smells so far but will continue to follow-
up.

184 High Street — housing complaint received about mold issue/carbon monoxide.
